THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 



After a storm wo must, ia tlio natural 
oourso of tbinga, oxpect a calm. Altor Iho 
boisterous Committcos of Supply and Ways 
nnd Moans, it was only natural lo look for u, 
respite. Wo are afraid, however, Unit the 
physical laws in this instance have not ex- 
actly been followed, that in (act tlio reaction 
bns been much grenter than the notion. The 
Legislative Assembly seems literally ex- 
hausted. Tlio members resemble Shake 
spearo's schoolboy going "unwillingly to 
school 1 ' or tho wounded t,nako that " drags 
its slow length along. : ' l>ay nfior day the 
Houso is counted out, in the abseneo of o 
quorum; and tho business of tlio country 
goes by default. DeCos'.nos, Dickson, 
M'Olure, and the over punctual Speaker, are 
tho only uttendauta, the only persons who 
seem just now to think that there is any pub- 
lie work to be dono. The bill ol supply has 
never yet been intruducod, the bills ordered 
by the Committee of Ways and Means aru 
still in embryo, tl.o other necessary meas- 
ures which are in various stages oi progress 
remaiu in statu quo. By and by wo shall 
hear of tho " nine months' incubation," 
simply because tho people of Vancouver Is- 
land are foolish enough to return members 
of Assembly who oithor cannot or will not 
attend to i heir legislative duties. Tho evil, 
however, does not end bore. The few uiotn 
bers who aro disposed to do their duty have 
an undue share of legislative work and au 
unduo share ol responsibility thrown upon 
thoir shoulder*- ; while tho other members 
walk about us careless and as indiffer- 
ent as if they had no interest in the 
legislation of tho country, and uo interest 
in tho wellaro of their constituents, And 
these aro the very men who, when in tho 
House, will clamor against suspending the 
rulos to fucilitato public business, Their 
idea, if it is not to spin the session out and 
make a burlesquo of legislation, has at least 
that appearance. It is time, howevor, this 
playiog with responsibility should cease — 
time that public men who cannot attend 
to their public duties should coma forward 
like honest men and resjgu a trust they are 
unable to discharge. Had there been anything 
like punctuality in tho attendance of mem- 
bers wo should hnva had to-day the whole 
business of ihu session completed, with Ihe 
exception, probably, of one or two bills. As 
it is, the most important measures are still 
in their incipient stage. Bills for abrogatii g 
offices and saving tho country heavy and 
usoloss salaries aro no farther in progress 
now than they were when (he estimates 
wero passed. This is simply disgraceful, and 
throws a serious responsibility on those mem- 
bers who aro persistently trilling with tho 
public interests by absenting thomselves 
from Iho liouso of Assembly. What ti e 
country wants is tho speedy passage of the bil's 
that are at present in both Houses, if the 
Legislative Council is determine I ju evincing 
t lie same obstructiveness which characterised 
its notion last year, the soonoi the Assembly 
nnd iho sooner the people know it the bolter. 
If tho Executive is determined on coming 
into collision with tho Lower liou=o tho 
sooner the inhabitants are acquainted with 
tho fact tho better. Nothing can be gained 
now by deluy. Governor Kennedy his had 
ample time to watch the eflect on tho public 
mind of tho action of the Assembly on tho 
estimates. He has seen a monster meeting 
in Victoria endorse the policy ol the House, 
and a similar assemblage at Nanaimo per- 
form a similar operation. Throughout Ihe 
wholo colony there could not be louud, wo 
verily believe, lifty people who are not 
thoroughly, on the constitutional Question, 
with the Assembly, and Ihoso fifty it Ihcy 
could be obtained would be found lo bo as a 
general thing men whoso want of experience 
or want of judgment would entitle them tu 
little or no weight. Wherever tho question 
iias been debated in the Assembly, in tho 
press, at Ihe public meeting, or in iho Me 
ohanics' lustitute, the result has been 111 
same — argument on iho popular side und 
foolish, unsupported assertion on iho sid'.> 
of the f Executive, In every instance 
public opinion has Bhown itself almost 
unanimous iu favor of tho power claimed by 
the JIouso. In tho. face of all this we ask 
His Excellency to pause before bringing on 
n conflict that can end iu no possible good 
to any party, but which may create coin 
sideroblo inconvenience both lo the Llxecu- 
tivo nnd the people. It still rests, us we have 
said beforo, with Governor Kennedy to restore 
those harmonious relations which in 186-1 ex- 
isted bolweon himself and the inhabitants — 
itfltill rests with him toooriunaud tho respect 
and good feeling of every person on tlio 
Island; and we know we ure speaking the 
sentiments of ninety-nine out of every hundred 
when wo say that nothing would nflord the 
peoplo moro guanine gratification than th 
opportunity of showing their respeel for i 
Governor who chose rather t i follow out lilt 
■wishes of the peoplo than the misohievou 
oounsul of bad official advisers.

MECHANICS' INSTITUTE. 
Last evening terminated the moat inter- 
esting tad, ono of the most important de- 
bates that have taken place in Iho 
debating class sinca its organization. The 
subject of discussion was a resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. Lorrimor, affirming thut tho 
Crown alone has tho right lo originato money 
bills, and that such o power would bo dan- 
gerous in the hands of the Legielativo As- 
sembly. The matter haa occupied three 
evenings in ila discussion, and baa elicited 
tbo best talent and ability of the class, und 
has induced a greater amount of polllioal 
reading and resoarch than could havo been 
effected iu any other way. Tho result has, 
mote clearly than any oilier fact could have 
done, mado manilost tho buuclils to the com- 
munity of tho Young Men's Elocution Clnsa. 

At Che commencement of this debate two 
weeks ago, low of the class seemed to have 
j;iveu ibe subject much study or thought, 
I and so very plausibly was it opened in I ho 
affirmative, that it seemed quite doubtlul as 
lo how tuu voio would terminate; but at the 
cloae, so overwhelming soeuied tho arguments 
and authorities produced, that only leu por- 
eona in a class of fifty could bo found to voto 
for tho resolution. The speeches on tho pre* 
vious evening havo been commented upon 
by our morning contemporary, and it may not 
seem invidious on our part to give a lavorable 
notice of tho remarks of tho President of 
tho Class, Mr. E. H. Babbitt, which must 
ho accorded as one of the most logical und 
convincing speeches upon the question. 

Mr. Babbit said UiBt by precedent alone 
could wo judge of and deoido upou the 
question at i.,suo ; the Constitution of Eng- 
land was made up ol precedents, and al- 
though it bud been denied by the affirmative 
sale in this dobalo, lhat the practice of other 
colonies could be quoted U3 authority, they 
claiming lhat tho praetioe ol the llou-o ol 
Commons alone Bhould be tbo criloriun by 
winch this colony should be guided ; yet 
ho saw most clearly that the practice 
of other anionics so far as an analogous 
position could be traced was tho bout pos- 
sible guide in llio proseut euso, and the evi- 
dence was most clear that when Canada and 
Now Brunswick possossod representative 
institutions similur to our own, their Houses 
ol Assembly uniformly and unquestionably 
exercised the right to initiate money votes 
and control and direct their tuxution and 
revenue without any dictation or interfer- 
ence on tho part of tho Crown; tho control 
of what was termed tho Crown revenuo was 
indeed a subjoct of conteniion and was only 
settled by a permanent civil list being voted 
by the House, and after Iho introduction of 
responsible government tho House ulso con- 
fided to tho government of the day tho duty 
of bringing down tho eslimalns, which esti- 
mates, however, were still subject to altera- 
tion or rejection by the House, the continu- 
ance in office of the government depending 
upon the adoption or rejection of Ibe bud- 
yet. Suoh had been the praatice of tho 
Eastern colonies and such practice hav> 
ing been confirmed by the Imperial 
(iovcrumeut bocaino constitutional law, 
and by such law must the colony of 
Vancouver Island be governed. So far as 
he waa capable of judging, all the 
authorities that had boon quoted as regards 
the practice of tho House of Commons most 
(■'early confirmed tho right in the Houso of 
Commons ; the practice of tho Government, 
through tho Chancellor of tho Exchequer, in 
bringing ilowu the estimates, in no way an- 
nulled, or denied, tbo constitutional right of 
the Commoos. Tho power of originating was 
still as much in their hands as ever. The 
Chancellor of tho Exchequer belonged en- 
tirely to the Commom, and was bound to do 
their pleasure ; and whan Vancouver Islaud 
possessed an administration similar to that of 
lingland or either of tbo Eastern provinces, 
thou wo might eafely entrust lo its hands 
the introduction uf the estimates, fn con- 
sidering tho last clause in tho resolution, Mr. 
Babbit displayed more than ordinary ability. 
Thin pari ol tho question had been avoided 
by all previous spoakers, but he (Mr. 
llabbit) considered it as tho most impor- 
tant part, and as aiming a blow at one 
of iho most sacred and dear-bought liberties 
of the people, and, wbothor as Englishmen 
or colonists, he hoped they would not stul- 
tify themselves by absenting to a proposition 
to surrouder a point in Belf-govcmment that 
had been gained by tho sacrifice of lifo, aud 
centuries of toil and indomitable euergy of 
a free-born race. Ho, wilhont wishing to 
reflect upon our present Governor as regards 
his chaiucter or ability, did not think Iho in- 
terests of tho oolony were as ealo in the 
hauls of an irresponsible Government as 
they would be in Ihe bauds of fifloen men 
who were elected from tho people by their 
free suilrai^e, for it might possibly occur in 
the history of ibis colony that a man, lather 
through patronage than Irom any extra- 
ordinary merit as a statesman, should bo son! 
out to govern, who would call to bis aid irre- 
sponsible advisers quite ns inexperienced as 
himself, who would have no higher molivu 
or interest in tho government of tbo country, 
than to nggrandizj themselves uud p<ir- 
pcluittu their term of ollice.
